THE WHITECHAPEL MURDERER. 


An Entirely New Theory as to Where to 
Locate the Human Butcher.

Lonpon, Sept. 12.—Stories are published 
here this afternoon to show that the notorious 
Whitechapel murders are the work of a 
Jew. The theory is on the location of 
the crime and the methods of the murderer. 
It is said tne center of the area covered by 
these murders is the heart of the low 
quarter. It will be remembered that 
the murderer fied to this central neighborhood 
the night of Sept. 30, 1888, after he had killed 
two women within a couple of hours. With 
tolerabie certainty his flight that night can 
be traced to this wretched central area. He 
fied in this direction after killing the first, 
then turned aside to Mitre square to kill the 
second woman, and then resumed his flight 
toward the common center, as one may as- 
sume to know, because he dropped the sec- 
ond woman’s apron in Goulstron street, this 
being the only case of all the nine in which 
he left a trace of the direction of his retreat. 
Now as to the knife. From what is known of 
the cuts on the bodies of the ripper’s vic- 
tims there is reason for believing and none 
for disbelieving that the instrument of death 
Was along and exceedingly keen knife such 
as Jewish rabbis use in slaughtering animais 
for the consumption of the faithful. The au- 
thorities here, medical and police, attempt to 
keep secret all serviceable information re- 
garding these physical mutilations. They 
resent all inquiries, but enough has been 
learned in this direction to show that the 
mutilations and amputations have been maae 
in a manner that if not of a surgeon’s skili is 
at least of a clever butcher’s skill, and seem- 
ingly of a Jewish butcher’s skill.

Then 
Horace Parker’s place at No. 176 Clark street 
was visited. Here twenty-eight players 
were arrested. Parker was booked as 
keeper. "

And nearly everybody else who attended 
the coryer-stone luying of the Chicago Seminary; 
hall wept with the professor, and nobody was 
ashamed, either. 

About 1,000 persons attended the ceremonies at 
the corner of Ashland avenue and Warren ave- 
nue. Nearly all the Congregational ministers in 
to were there, and there were several hundred 

ies present. The services were opened with 
an invop¢ation by the Rev. S. J. Humphrey. D. 
D., and the Rev. Frank W. Gunsaulus, D. D., 
read the scriptures and the hymn, and 28639 
by the seminary choir followed. Then E. . 
Blatchfprd. president of the board of directors 
and chairman of the meeting, made a short ad- 
dress in whieh he urged the growing need of 
spirituality in the Protestant churches, and de- 
clared that this had always been the mdtive in 
the seminary. 

In 3 of the churches the Rev. E. F. Will- 
iams said that the seminary had always been in 
the most delightful accord with the vulpits of 
Chicago, and its growt® and prosperity were the 
happiness of the Congregational cburchs. He 
urged the faculty to seek out the latest discov- 
eries and investigations and to study them;

The Marion te Be Libeled—Burning of a 
Steamer at Cleveland. 

Capt. W. M. Egan returned yesterday morning 
from the wreck of the steamship P. D. Armour in 
St. Clair river.

While the highest monthly aver- 
age of names added to the roll by Commis- 
sioner Black for the twelve months of 
188788 was 3,889, Tanner’s average for the 
five months from April 1 to Sept. 1 of this year 
was 5,301 per month, or 1,500 more than 
Black's record during the Presidential year, | 
when the latter was doing the best he could 
to make votes for bis party at the expense of 


the treasury. But Corporal Tanner ought 


perbaps to be credited as an offset with the 
names which were before Black for pensions 
when he went out of office in the latter part 
of March. How many thousand there were 
of these is unknown. 

Had Corporal Tenner been allowed tocarry 
out “his policy“ the pension appropriation 
bill for the year beginning July 1, 1891, would 
have been far over a hundred million dol- 
lars. As it is it will be fully that amount, 
which will mean that Tanner has added to 
the pension expenses between eleven ana 
twelve million dollars, while Black's increase 
was about twenty-three millions in four 
years, mostly in the last eighteen months. 
But Corporal Tanner claims that the increase 
thus charged to him is a natural one, and 
would have been about the same under any 
commissioner. 

While Tanner, by his reratings and 
additions of new names, has added largely 
to the expenses for pensions he has imitated 
closely the methods of his Democratic préde- 
cessor. Black added to the rolls from June 
30, 1885, to June 30, 1886, 20,638 names; for 
the fiscal year 1886-87, 40.724; for 188788 
(Presidential year), 46,550; and for 188889 
(which includes three months of Tanner), 
87,168. The number of pensioners on the 
rolls, therefore, rose as follows, notwith- 
standing deaths: |

administration. In the former are included 
the sums appropriated for services of exam- 
ining surgeons, rent of pension agencies, 
ete., and in 1888 the $6,700,000 appropriated 
for Mexican war pensions:

While Commissioner Black was thus piling 
up the rolis and swelling the disbursements 
he was, to keep up a false ana deceptive ap- 
pearance of economy, sending in to Congress 
estimates which were much too low and 
which necessitated oue year a three and a 
half million deficiency bili! and another one 
eight millions! It is to his tricky administra- 
tion that the heavy expenditure since March 


and the deficit which will exist towards the - 
close of the present fiscal year must be at- 
tributed. Thus for tne fiscal year which 


enaed June 30 last the pension disbursements 
were $88, 275,000, but the appropriation for the 
payment af pensions was a trifle less than 
eighty and a half millions for the whole 


year. As Tanner only served turee months 


in that fiscal year, Black's pension expenses 
duripg his last year were eighty-eight millions / 


‘That deficit of about eight millions comes 


out of the appropriatuon for this fiscal year, 
1889-90, and consequently leaves only about 
seventy-two millions available. There will 
be no deficit in December, but April will 
probably bring a big one. 

The increase in the amount of pension dis- 
bursements during last July and August was 
great. During those months of 1888 the pen- 
sion agents disbursed $4,840.577; in the same 
months of this year they paid out $11,486,205, 
But more than half of these disbursements 
were in payment of cases allowed during the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1889; but which 
were not paid on account of a deficiency in 
the appropriation for that year, making it 
necessary to pay them out of the appropria- 
tion for the succeeding fiscal year. The 
effect of what Corporal Tanner has done will 
not be visible till a later day. The seed he 
has sown has not yet ripened into a harvest. 
While he has reduced the surplus, it has as 
yet been only by the payment of the legacies 
of Commissioner Black, the first of the 
‘surplus busters.”

of millions more. The industries of Pitts- 
burg and Philadelphia send much of tneir 


products here, not to New York. Here, 


then, should they send their exhibits if they 
wish them to be of value. 

As it is the custom of the representatives 
of Pennsylvania not to fritter away their 
strength, but to observe the “unit rule,” it 
is probable that the congressional delegation 
from the state will vote as one man in favor 
of this city. Chicago has been pretty confi- 
dent that this would be the case, and there- 
fore it has not bothered the Pennsylvanians

Now TO CLOSE THE SALOONS SUNDAY. 

The editor of the ews and the ministers of 
a number of those Protestant churches whose 
membership is made up chiefly of Americans 
are trying to bring about the closing of the 
saloons Sunday, so as to stop the drinking of 
liquor on that day.

The defense seemed confident 
J ullge McUonnell would so hold, but when 
the test came he ruled to the contrary and 
de¢lared explicitly that a juror was compe- 
teit and impartial notwithstanding the fact 
that he was prejudiced against the Clan- 
na Gael and would hot accept the testimony 
of members of that organization unless cor- 
roborated. Judge McConnell said that he 
could not assume that the Clan-na-Gael as an 
organization was connected with the murder 
of Cronin, but he might well have based the 
ruling on the doctrine that prejudice against 
erſme does not disqualify a citizen from jury 
service.

NEW YORK AND THE WORLD'S FAIR 

Next to the trouble of raising any money 
for the world’s fate the second embarrass- 
mentof the New Yorkers is the site for it, 
In the highiy improbable event that the mis- 
take is made of locating it in New York the 
site 18 a matter of the utmost consequence, 
Thus far but two have been found. One was 
Central park and the other Coney island. 
The former has already been abandoned, its 
use béing impracticable as well as undesira- 
ble. This leaves Coney island. But suppose 
this was a world’s fair of 1889 instead of 1892, 
In what condition would it be now? Here is 
what the New York Tribune of Wednesday 
last says of the proposed site for the fair: 


Those who built their houses upon the sands 
of Coney island mourn today the loss of property 
worth about: a quarter of a million of doll 
Hundreds of the gingerbread pavilions of West 
Brighton have been destroyed, and the beautiful 
surroundings of the big hotels at Brighton and 
Mantiattan beaches have been made a scene of 
desolation, The highways connecting the whole 
series of resorts from Norton's point to the 
Oriental hotel are littered with wreckage of 
every description to the depth of several feet. 
The roads themselves are made impassable by a 
Varied assortment of obstructions, ranging from 
a sixfoot washout to the wreck of a whaleboat. 
The beach for two miles is almost hidden by the 
remains of bighgabled structures, and its outline 
is so obliterated that even an old topographical 
friend would not recognize its features. 


It does not need any argument to show 
that such a place as this is not fitfora 
world’s fair. These storms are liable to 
come every Septeniber: They are the fa- 
miliar old “September gales” known to 
every coast resident. Even if the fair were 
not washed out to sea, what would be the 
sense of holding it on a sandy stretch which 
has the bad habit of becoming depopulated 
and cut off from communication with the 
civilized world whenever a little harder 
storm than usual comes along? 

A few weeks ago Chicago was visited by a 
severe rainstorm which flooded some base- 
ments and did a little damage, though every- 
thing was set rigbtinadayortwo. There- 
upon the New York papers lifted up their 
voices in unison protesting that Chicago was 
not a proper place for the world’s fair. New 
York was visited by a storm Tuesday last 
and here is what the Tribune says of it: 


Since the great blizzard of March, 1888, New 
Yorkers have regarded @very ordinary atmos- 
pheric disturbance with more or less.. contempt. 
But the storm which has been howling about 
their chimneypots for the last day or two is at- 
tended with several remarkable features. It 
has already lasted longer than the blizzard, has 
done more direct damage. andis more general 
in its effects. In this ‘immediate vicinity the 
wind's velocity has at no time exceeitied forty 
miles an hour; but ite easterly direction and the 
phenomena!ly bigh tides which have accom- 
panied it have produced unusually destructive 
results, The damagein New York itself has 
been considerable, Along the water front base- 
ments have been flooded, horsecars have been 
submerged to the tops of their wheels, and travel 
has been obstructed. The water side res- 
taurants have been afleat, and large quantities 
of stock stored in cellars have been destroyed. 


Hence, upon the showing and testimony of 
the New York papers themselves, New York 
is not the proper place for the world’s fair, 
and as much less proper than Chicago as the 
effects of the storm were worse, Such an 
exposed place as New York ought to make 
no pretensions for the honor. There is no 
place in the city for it, andif there were 
everything would be liable to be afloat in the 
firat heavy storm. The only other place they 
have is still more exposed. In the first 
place the fair would be exposed to the danger 
of being utterly cut off from human attend- 
ance, and while in this plight it would be ex- 
posed to the danger of being blown over,

_ THE ITALIAN IMMIGRATION. 

Even the least observant Chicagoan must 
have noticed how the labor of Italian immi- 
grants competes with that of others only in 
those occupations which rank lowest in the 
industrialscale. They stand almost at the 
foot of the ladder of labor. They have 
driven the Irish from street cleaning. They 
are taking their place as railroad laborers. 
They are beginning to monopolize the dig- 
ging of cellars and are working their way 
into the ranks of the hodcarriers and brick- 
bearers. The cheap street fruit business, 
with its need of. the smallest capital, has 
long been theirs, and it probably will not be 
long before they will control the shoe biack- 
ing industry and the newsboys’ business of 
selling papers. 

The fact that they select hard and poorly 
paia pursuits is easily understood when it is 
learned what they did before they came to 
this country. The occupations of the male 
emigrants over 14 who left Italy in 1887 were 
as follows, according to some statistics com- 
piled by Eugene Schuyler: Agricultural 
laborers and shepherds, 50,882; day laborers, 
10,437; masons and stonecutters, 5,537; art- 
isans, 6,491; misedllaneous and unknown, 
5,390. Ot those who are called artisans many 
have but the simplest knowledge of tne com- 
monest trades, are unable to compete with 
the workmen whom they find in America, 
and hence fall back into the rarksof the 
laborers, These figures show plainly enough 
why the Italians take 80 universally to the 
shovel and the pick. 

The greater part of the emigration to the 
United States comes from south Italy. There 
are not as many from Naples as from a good 
The reason for this 
is the misery which is so general in the rural 
districts. The wages ot the agricultural 
laborer are not enough to meet the needs of 
life, and there are not and cannot be manu- 
factures to give employment to those who 
are unable to liye by the land. While in 
Piedmont 25 per cent of the inhabitants 
are landowners in the Neapolitan provinces 
but about three and a half are. The tenant 
farmer is confronted by an enormous in- 
crease in the rent of land which it is beyond 
his means to pay, and in his desperate strug- 
gle for existence be is ariven into the hands 
of the usurer, whose. charges for small sums 
run up to 60 per cent. So poor are the ma- 
jority of the emigrants from southern Italy 
that they reach this country with hardly a 
centin their pockets. The percentage of 
illiteracy is naturally high. Of the Italians 
coming to tile United States perhaps 78 per 
cent cannot read or write. 

Although most of these immigrants naive 
worked on farms all tue ir lives, it is rare that 
they settle on one here. It is not surprising, 
however. They have no money with which 
to buy land, and their ignorance of English 


and of methods of American agriculture 


unfits them for arm laborers. Theretort 
they naturally fall into the hands of the 


shrewder ones among their own country-

They should turn their faces to the Argen- 
tine republic, where so many of their coun- 
trymen have gone, where their language is 
so generally spoken, and where the govern- 
ment will gladiy give them free land and aid 
them to get settled on it.

DROWNED IN THE BUILING SURF. 


All Along the Coast Schooners Have Gone 
Down With All on Board. 

Lewes, Del., Sept. 12.—The crew of the tug 
A. L. Luckenbach this morning rescued the 
crew of the schooner Kate E. Morse, and 
brought the nine seamen to this place. The 
schooner was blown onto Hawk's Nest shoal 
Monday. Ine men had clung to the rigging 
for nearly forty hours. Thev. were nearly 
exhausted when rescued. It was impossible 
for the tug to approach within twenty yards 
of the stranded schooner, and the men in 
the rigging were directed to jump over- 
board, As a man struck the water a rope 
would be thrown and he would 
be lifted on board the tug. 
Soon after the Morse went on the shoal a 
schooner, supposed to be the Walter F. 
Parker, also grounded within thirty yards of 
her. The schooner soon broke up and those 
on the Morse saw the members of her crew 
drown one by ove. The Morse is a total joss. 

Boston, Mass., Sept. 12.—[Special.}|—The 
storm has abated and the sea calmed suffi- 
ciently for belated steamers to sail today. 
The wind is still strong, but no turther 
trouble is anticipated. The damage in New 
England wul be trifling compared with that 
on the central Atlantic coast. 

Early this morning nearly every man on 
both ships was almost stiff. Finally those on 
the Parker could stand it no longer. One of 
the men tore away the cords that bound him 
and jumped into the water. In a few min- 
utes another followed his example, then an- 
other, and anotber, until the last man, the 
captain, Was seen to throw himself over- 
board and disappear in the angry billows.

Mr. Balfour Insists That Irish Prisoners 
| Are Treated Leniently. 

LonpDOoN, Sept. 12.— Mr. Balfour has writ- 
ten a letter in reply to Mr. Gladstone’s re- 
marks on prison treatment in Ireland, in 
which Mr. Gladstone commented upon the 
case of Mr. Conybeare as showing an absence 
of right judgment and human feeling. Mr. 
Balfour denies that the prisoner is suffering 
from a disease that justifies his release. He 
says that the general treatment of Trish 
prisoners is more lenient than the treatment 
of English prisoners, and that of all classes 
of Irish prisoners those convicted under the 
crimes act obtain the largest share of prison 
relaxation.

All the prin- 
cipal manufacturing cities in Great Britain 
were inspected and, everywhere the work- 
ingmen were the recipients of marked at- 
tentiov. Paris was reached Aug. 12.

They were 
welcomed at the Woolwich arsenal and were 
shown how the big guns are made. In Paris 
the municipality gave them the freedom of 
the city, Without an exception they are of 
the opinion that the American workmen are 
better housed, better fed, better paid, better 
clothed, and generally better off than his 
European fellow. 

In only one industry, that of manufacture 
of military paraphernalia, do they find that 
English made goods ure superior to Ameri- 
can. In many cases our goods are more 
tasty ani better made than theirs. Particu- 
lariy do we lead them in machinery. Their 
machines, as a rule, are cumbersome and 
lack ingenuity and speed, 

Mrs. Leonora M. Barry, who is the general 
organizer of women for the Knights of La- 
bor, said: The condition of female wage- 
workers in all the countries we visited is de- 
plorable, In every branch of industry, ex- 
cept perhaps in clerical work, they are in- 
finitely worse off than American women 
workers. Their pay is much less for 
the same work, and to live in 
the same style as our women do it 
would dost more. In the black district in 
Devonshire I saw women working at the 
forges making nails and chains. Among

same starvation wages. Women there make 
shirts by hand at nine pence each. For 
machine made shirts they get three shillings 
and sixpence a dozen.”

Clarkson's claims for a cabinet position, but it 
was maintained by his friends at the time of his 
appointment to be first assistant postmaster 
general that he would be given a place in 


the cabinet when a vacancy, occurred. 
If this ment was not actually 
made, at least it was popularly be- 


lieved to exist. At present no vacancy is likely 
to occur in the cabinet. The President appears 
to have made up his mind to appoint no one 
within his present official family to the vacancy 
now existing on supreme bench. Hence a 
cabinet vacancy within the near future is im- 
probable. Mr. Clarksonis now out west, and 
whether or not his intentions have been correctly 
represented by his friends cannot be learned. 

t can be stated, however, that Mr. Clarkson 
has only recently rented a house on Dupont 
circle. Which is an indication that he does not 
intend to hurry away from Washington, and 
which, in some measure at least. discredits the 
story that he is to retire from office.

MARKETS. 

The leading produce markets were irregular 
yesterday, wheat being strong, while other 
grains, together with hog products, were weak, 
Exceptional influences prevailed in the wheat 


market, strongest of which was the small per-, 


centage of contract wheat now in sight. The 
weather was generally favorable throughout the 
west, although a cold wave was reported in the 
northwest. There was a free movement of 
produce, 

It was part of the gossip that France claimed 
to have an exportabie surplus of 23,000,000 bu 
wheat; also that Australia's crop results were 
much better than predicted. This was some of 
the material on which the bears worked early in 
the day. They also brought Russia forward 
again, reiterating the claim that the Russian 
spring wheat crop was a great success even if 
winter whoat was a failure. The attitude of ex- 
porters was also made prominent, some of them 
being quoted as saying that the American mar- 
ket was several cents too fast for them, 

The crowd are beginning to figure on the prob- 
able losses of Mr. Hutoninson when he dropped 
his corn. He is credited with holding a large 
amount of cash corn which cost him near 3500. 
and which he will not ship unless lake rates 
come down to e. The buyers of September 
yesterday had the cash grains delivered to them 
instantly. As carrying charges of 4c per bu are 
being added to the corn — days, it is re- 
garded as pretty certain that Hutchinson will not 
get rid of his corn except at a considerable loss, 

Fresh news of any significance was scace, yet 
the bulls on wheat were most favored. A private 
cable stated that the English crop was disap- 
pointing in yield and quality, and that English 
markets were tending toward strength in conse- 
quence. Fron. New York came the announce- 
ment that the government summary of the Eu- 

ropean — 1 14 ＋ port for September shows a re- 
duction of 10 per cent in the wheat yield. Oats 
and barley in all the important counties are re- 
ported much under the average, while the aver- 
age tor oats is placed at 90, 

One prominent operator had to treat all his 
friends yesterday to avoid being asked what he 
really thought of wheat. He began the day with 
a big line of long wheat. This he sold out as 
soon as he got into the pit and then went short 
as much more. But he may get a chance to 
cover today. 

The estimated receipts of wheat today sre only 
178 cars. It December sells at 80c itis generally 
believed the farmers will soon bring about an 
improvement inthe grading as well as an in- 
crease in the receipts. 

The weakness in provisions is doubtless par- 
tially due to an increase in this week's packing— 
45,000 hogs over the corresponding week of last 
year. 

Receipts of flaxseed huve been disappointingly 
smail for some days. From daily arrivais ex- 
ceeding 100 cars earlier in the season the inspec- 
tion sheet reported a reduction to 41 cars yester- 
day. At the same time fair quantities are arriv- 
ing in this city consigned direct to local crushers 
which do not pass through the inspection depart- 
ment. With a good shipping movement both 
via lake and rail, the moderate daily spot offer- 
ings are readily absorbed, in spite of the fact 
that the trust is buying little on the open mar-

They are to be seen inside the police lines at ev- 
ery big fire, ano they utilize their stars for get- 
ting into theaters, picnics, public balls, the 
courts when big cases ars on trial. and every 
kina of public entertainment. Moreover, they are 
invariably men of elephantine cheek. and insalt 
all who decline to cater to their wishes, thus 
bringing real newspapermen into disrepute. 

So much for the evil. Now forthe remedy. I 
think Pittsburg has it. The badge there isa 
small Maltese cross, and is issued by the city. 
Each badge is numbered, and the name of the 
man to whom it is issued and the paper he 
works for is written -opposite the num- 
ber of his badge. This makes a uniform 
badge for all the papers, but that is not 
the main feature. It is protected by an ordi- 
nance as the policeman's badge is in Chicago. 
There ts a penalty for duplicating it or for wear- 
ing it if not attached to the paper whose name 
is on it. It must be surrendered the moment one 
severs his connection with the paper he has been 
with. These badges are only issued upon a requi
